BYU  Files  Property  Claim 
In  New  Orleans  Court  Case 


BYU  has  filed  a proposed  plan 
in  Federal  Court  in  New  Orleans 
involving  the  properties  of  Sam  J. 
Recile,  a real  estate  developer,  and 
related  corporations. 

If  the  plan  is  approved  by  the 
university  Board  of  Trustees  and 
by  the  court,  it  would  remove  the 
properties  and  assets  of  Mr.  Recile 
and  the  related  corporations  from 
proceedings  of  the  Bankruptcy 
Court. 


The  plan  contemplates  that  all 
of  the  creditors  of  Mr.  Recile 
would  be  paid  in  full  over  an 
extended  period  and  BYU  would 
acquire  all  of  the  assets.  New 
mortgages  or  guaranteed  notes 
would  be  issued  to  secured 
creditors  while  unsecured 
creditors  would  participate  in  the 
proceeds. 

Federal  Judge  Frederick  J.  R. 
Heebe  has  set  a hearing  on  the 
proposal  for  Feb.  26.

Calling  into  question  the 
effectiveness  of  the  “creative 
disassociation”  proposed  by  the 
theologian  Harvey  Cox  and  the 
naivity  of  young  people 
disregarding  the  churches,  he  yet 
underlined  the  need  for  making 
the  church  relevant. 

‘‘Maybe  we  tend  to 
overdogmatize  with  regard  to 
revealed  truth.”  “The  word  has 
lost  its  vitality,”  he  continued. 

While  referring  to  Joseph  Smith, 
David  O.  McKay,  and  Pope  Paul  as 
representatives  of  “a  spirit  of 
religion”  Dr.  Leary  reminded  his 
audience  that  “More...  than 
leadership  we  need  each  other.” 

Mentioning  an  awakening 
evidenced  in  modern  songs, 
poems,  and  the  searchings  of 
celebrities,  the  Catholic 
philosopher  said,  “Religion  is  not 
only  revealed.  It  is  unrevealed, 
and  the  best  of  it  has  not  been 
uttered.” 


SAIGON  (AP)— Alertness  foiled 
Viet  Cong  attempts  Wednesday  to 
bomb  two  buses  carrying  100  U.S.

it  dropped  to  the  pavement, 
blowing  up  when  the  bus  was  a 
half-block  away.  A child  was 
slightly  injured. 

BOMB  FOUND 

A half-hour  later,  another  bus 
with  50  enlisted  men  aboard 
stopped  briefly  in  front  of  a billet. 
A soldier  noticed  a brief  case 
under  the  right  rear  wheel  and 
spread  the  alarm.  A bomb  disposal 
team  took  away  the  bomb,  which 
consisted  of  about  four  pounds  of 
TNT. 

Increased  terror  signaled  the 
opening  of  the  enemy’s  Tet 
offensive  a year  ago.  Tet  comes 
again  next  Monday. 

Despite  terrorism  and  enemy 
activity,  U.S.  intelligence  officers 
said  large  enemy  units  are  not  in 
position  to  launch  a major  attack 
on  Saigon. 


President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  of 
BYU  and  Raymond  E.  Beckham, 
BYU  Development  director,  were 
in  New  Orleans  last  weekend  with 
the  university’s  attorneys  to  work 
out  the  details. 

Properties  involved  include  The 
Plaza  Towers,  Inc.,  Southern  Land 
Title  Corporation  and  its 
subsidiaries,  G.  Brian  Corporation, 
and  the  H.  and  H.  Construction 
Corporation.  If  the  plan  is 
adopted,  BYU  could  acquire  title 
to  the  Plaza  Towers,  a tall,  new 
building  in  downtown  New 
Orleans,  several  other  business 
buildings  in  downtown  New 
Orleans,  and  several  parcels  of  real 
estate  in  New  Orleans  and  Baton 
Rouge. 

President  Wilkinson  emphasized 
that  the  plan  so  far  is  only  a 
proposal  in  court  and  to  be 
effective  it  must  be  ratified  by  the 
BYU  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  explained  that  it  is  part  of 
the  .university’s  Development 
Program  to  raise  part  of  its 
operating  expenses  in  addition  to 
the  funds  provided  by  the  LDS 
Church.  All  assets  which  may  be 
gained  from  the  proposal  will  be 
used  for  the  furthering  of  the 
educational  aims  of  BYU. 

In  addition  to  raising  funds 
through  appeals  to  corporations, 
foundations,  alumni  and  friends 
of  BYU,  the  university  also  has 
investments  in  several  states.

Draft  Better  Jhan  Volunteers? 


(Editor's  Note:  Because  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE 
ran  an  editorial  last  week  on  some  popular  criticisms 
of  the  Draft  and  selective  Service  System,  It  seems 
fitting  to  reprint  the  following  editorial  that 
appeared  In  the  "Exponent,"  which  speaks 
favorably  of  the  draft). 

The  United  States,  being  t^e  leader  of  pro-western 
powers,  has  need  for  a standing  army.  Upon 
elimination  of  the  draft  Congress  would  be  forced 
to  appropriate  additional  funds  for  a volunteer  or 
professional  army. 

If  a professional  army  were  established,  salaries  in 
the  technical  fields,  finance,  chemical  corps,  corps 
of  engineers,  etc.,  would  require  an  increase  equal  or 
surpassing  that  of  comparable  civilian  positions. 

A private's  pay,  for  instance,  would  be  increased 
from  $102.30  monthly  to  around  $500  monthly. 

Presently  the  military  is  set  up  so  that  the  average 
soldier  serves  from  two  to  three  years  active  duty. 
Upon  completion  of  active  duty  the  draftee  goes  on 
an  inactive  reserve  status,  providing  a reservoir  of 
able  bodies  capable  of  being  activated  during 
national  crises. 

The  United  States  has  traditionally  maintained  its 
strength  by  employing  the  citizen  soldier.  This 
tradition  is  carried  on  directly  and  indirectly  by  the 


draft  and  as  long  as  a relatively  large  armed  force  is 
required  the  control  of  the  force  is  best  maintained. 

A citizen  army,  plus  the  constant  rotation  of 
troops,  keeps  the  army  from  becoming  powerful. 
The  establishment  of  a professional  army  would 
provide  a chance  for  the  military  to  become  too 
powerful. 

The  army  offers  a settling  place  for  men  who  are 
undecided  about  their  future.  A person  goes  In  two 
years,  gets  the  running  around  out  of  his  blood,  and 
leaves  with  specific  goals  in  mind. 

The  draft  is  directly  related  to  the  present  world 
situation.  If  a conflict  arises  in  which  the  United 
States  is  involved,  the  draft  increases.  If  the  conflict 
passes,  the  draft  rate  decreases.  It  is  possible  that  if 
world  problems  subside  altogether  the  draft  would 
automatically  cease. 

The  United  States  has  been  good  to  each  of  us. 
For  this  reason  alone  each  citizen  should  be  proud 
and  grateful  to  spend  two  years  out  of  his  life 
protecting  what  is  his. 

We  have  military  commitments  around  the  world 
which  must  be  met.  The  only  feasible  and 
acceptable  means  to  raise  a military  force  to 
accomplish  this  end  is  through  the  draft.

Abel  Takes  Lead 


PITTSBURGH  (AP)-I.W.  Abel, 
who  climbed  from  the  mill  floor 
to  the  top  of  organized  labor, 
took  a commanding  lead  today  in 
his  battle  to  retain  the  presidency 
of  the  powerful  United 
Steelworkers  Union. 

Supporters  of  Abel  said  they 
were  confident  he  was  well  on  his 
way  to  a substantial  victory  over 
challenger  Emil  Narick,  a 
relatively  unknown  union  lawyer. 

But  a Narick  spokesman  said, 
“We  think  that  their  confidence  is 
premature.  At  this  point  we’re 
looking  for  a concession 
statement  from  Mr.  Abel.” 

Abel  campaign  aides  said  Abel 
was  leading  by  an  almost 
two-to-one  margin  based  on 
returns  from  three-fourths  of  the 
union’s  3,500  locals.  It  said 
289,000  votes  were  cast,  but 
refused  to  give  a breakdown  on 
the  figures.  An  Abel  report  just 
before  the  last  statement  gave 
Abel  a lead  of  129,868  to  66,431 
over  Narick.  It  included  1,225 
locals. 

An  independent  Associated 


Press  survey  had  Abel  leading 
Narick  125,966  to  73,438  with 
1,701  locals  reporting. 

Narwick  aides  said  they  were 
banking  on  the  larger  locals, 
which  have  not  finished  counting, 
to  go  for  Narick.
